It is the prevailing be'.UT th at the sacrifice neces­ 
sitated by preparedness Is going to be distributed 
equitably by the governm ent; th a t excess profits will 
be absorbed by taxation; th a t income taxes will be 
used to soak corporations and individuals who can 
stand the shock; th at governm ent planning will fore­ 
stall inflation. The general public docs not believe 
this is a proper occasion for any organized m inority 
to Jeopardize lls long-term interests by playing dog- 
in-the-m anger.

Poison ivy derm atitis has a long 
history in the U nited States. T here 
L« a clear-out account of such poi­ 
soning suffered by the m em bers of 
a Spanish expedition in New M ex­ 
ico, under Governor Valverde. in 
1719. In 1748 Peter Kalm, as a re ­ 
sult of his travels in New Mexico 
gave a detailed description of rhus 
poisoning. 
Easily Recognised 
W hile 
poison ivy derm atitis is 
usual y easily recognized on account 
of the sudden appearance on ex­ 
posed areas of the skin of clear­ 
cut, hard blisters which are p ain ­ 
ful rath er than itchy, the diagnosis 
should not be m ade final u n til a 
history is obtained because sim ilar 
eruptions can be caused by the fol- 
’owing: Iodine, furs, dyes, cosmetics, 
tar, sulfur chrysanthem um , prim ­ 
rose. sunflower, celery, tobacco, c ar­ 
bone acid, orange peel (In sensitive 
people, and form alin. 
Protection 
Those who may bp compelled to 
undergo exposure to the p’ant, such 
I as 
horticulturists and 
gardeners, 
can obtain protection by using an 
j oxidizing agent on the skin, such 
as potassium perm anganate solu­ 
tion, 0.1 per cent, or a IO per cent

perborate ointm ent 
in

j base of vanishing cream. After tjie 
application of the latter, a white 
I deposit is left on the skin. 


Too Big for the Army 


In thc treatm en t of an estab­ 
lished case, no special application 
can be certainly recommended. One 
person finds one thing of value and 
another som ething else. Among the 
most popular are potassium perm ­ 
anganate solution, boric acid solu­ 
tion (2 per cent), zinc oxide lotions 
or c alc a rin e lotions. Tile m ost d ra ­ 
m atic results seem to come from 
the use of poison ivy extracts given 
by injection into the muscles. 
E xtracts Used 
O pinions as to the use of poison 
ivy 
extracts 
in 
prevention 
are 
w idey different. T his is either by 
injection into the muscle or taking 
the extract by m outh. 
Some 
fatalities 
have 
occurred 
from 
the 
prom iscuous eating 
of 
poison ivy leaves and poison ivy 
fruit, particularly if it is unripe. 
I find th a t eight derm atologists 
have reported good results from the 
edm inistretion of extracts in the 
specific treatm en t and prevention 
of ivy derm atitis and four wiio have 
reported no beneficial, effects from 
this. 
However, the largest experi­ 
ence seems to indicate th at it is 
a ways w orthy trying for those who 
are 
repeatedly 
subjected, 
season 
after season, to this painful experi­ 
ence. W hether the extract is given 
by injection or by m outh, it is im ­ 
perative that it should be supervised 
by a physician with experience who 
knows the strength of the extracts 
ho is using.

TO HUNT FOSSILS 


BERKELEY, 
Cal. — With 
the 
United States exercising a protec­ 
torate over Greenland, two Amer­ 
ican scientists plan to conduct a 
fossil hunting expedition, there this 
summer. 
The 
search 
assertedly 
will be one of the most important 
of its kind in recent years. 
Dr. Ralph W Chaney, professor 
of paleontology at the University 
of California and Dr. Erling Dorf, 
paieobotanist of Princeton, the two 
scientists, projected the expedition 
some time ago. 
They expect to leave in June for 
Disco Island, off the west coast of 
Greenland, and then push on to 
the 
mainland 
later. 
Dr. Chaney specifically hopes to 
obtain fossils of plants common in 
Greenland about 125,000,000 years 
ago. Descendants of these “angio­ 
sperms” 
dominate 
the 
modern 
plant world, it is said.

Source 
Seen 
Important; 
All Health Measures 
Are Followed 


Mi!k is the only food speoifica ly 
prepared by nature for the young 
of mammals. Nearly everyone will 
immediately agree that a substance 
specifically prepared by nature for 
no other purpose than for food is 
most ikely to contain the food ele­ 
ments needed to sustain life and 
justly deserves the title recently 
conferred upon it, “the most nearly 
perfect food.”

As to the quantity of 
protein available in milk, a quart 
of milk yields more than an ounce 
of pure protein of the highest qual­ 
ity; that is, more than one-third of 
the total dairy protein requirement 
of an adult. 
Again, mi k is a good tooth and 
bone builder, for it contains plenty 
of lime 
Children particularly need 
lime, and the lime should be in a 
form which is easi'y utilized by the 
body. This is above all true of the 
lime in milk. One cup of milk con­ 
tains as much lime as 3% cups of 
carrots, 7 eggs, or 42 slices of bread.
